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REMARKS 

Claims 1 , 2, 4-6, 20 and 25-38 were pending in the application prior to 
this response. Claims 1, 29 and 34 have been amended herein. Claims 20, 
25-28, 30, 35 and 36 have been canceled. Claims 2, 4-6, 31-33, 37 and 38 
remain in the application unchanged. New claims 39-54 have been added. 
Accordingly, after entry of this amendment, claims 1, 2, 4-6, 29, 31-34 and 
37-54 will be pending. Reexamination and reconsideration are requested. 
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I. Rejection of Claims 1, 2, 4-6, 20. 25, 26, 28, 29, 31-34, 37 and 38 
under 36 U.S.C. §102(a) 

Claims 1. 2, 4-6, 20. 25, 26, 28, 29. 31-34. 37 and 38 stand rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(e) as being anticipated by Sawanobori (U.S. 
6,486,980). Reexamination and reconsideration are requested. 



Claims 1 . 2. 4-6 and 9R 
Applicants claim 1. as amended herein, recites the following: 

A device comprising: 
a frame; 

a lid movably attached to said frame, said lid being movable 
between a closed position and an open position; 
a display mounted to said lid; 

a photosensor array movablv mounted within said frafi^ R; and 
wherein said display is visible when said lid is In said closed 
position. 

Claim 1 has been amended, as Indicated above, to recite that the 
photosensor array is movably mounted within the frame, This limitation is 
fully supported by applicants originally-filed application with reference, for 
example, to drawing Fig, 2 and the written specification at page 7, lines 13- 
29. No new matter has been added. 

Applicant respectfully asserts that claim 1, as amended, is not 
anticipated by Sawanobori. In the Sawanobori device, an LCD unit 30 (e.g.. 
Figs. 1-3) is movably mounted to a body 20. The LCD unit 30 includes a 
display 31 . A scanner unit 40 Is also movably mounted to the body 20. Thus, 
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Sawanobori does not disclose or suggest a lid having a display movably 
mounted to a frame and a photosensor array movably mounted within the 
frame as now recited in claim 1. Accordingly, claim 1. as amended, is not 
anticipated by Sawanobori. 

Claims 2 and 4-6 are allowable at least as depending from allowable 
base claim 1. Claim 28 has been canceled. 



Claims 20. 25 and 26 



Claims 20, 25 and 26 have been canceled. 



Claims 29 and 31-33 
Independent claim 29, as amended herein, recites the following: 

A system comprising: 
a frame; 

a lid movably attached to said frame, said lid being movable 
between a closed position and an open position; 
a display mounted to said lid; 

a photosensor array movablv mounted within said frame : and 
an object to be scanned by said photosensor array; 
wherein at least a portion of said lid is directly adjacent at least 
a portion of said object when said lid is in said closed position. 

Claim 29 has been amended, as indicated above, to recite that the 
photosensor an^y is movably mounted within the frame in a manner similar to 
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the amendment to claim 1 . as discussed above. Accordingly, claim 29 is 
allowable for at least the reasons advanced above with respect to claim 1. 

Claims 31-33 are allowable at least as depending from allowable base 
claim 29. 



Claims 34. 37 and 38 
Independent claim 34, as amended herein, recites the following: 
A method comprising: 

providing a device comprising a frame, a photosensor array 
movablv mounted within said frame , a lid movably attached to said 
frame and a display mounted to said lid, wherein said lid is movable 
between a closed position and an open position; 

moving said lid to said closed position such that at least a 
portion of said lid is positioned directly adjacent at least a portion of an 
object; and 

scanning said object with said photosensor array while said lid is 
in said closed position and said at least a portion of said lid is 
positioned directly adjacent said at least a portion of said object ^ 
moving sa id photosensor array within said frame . 



Claim 34 has been amended, as Indicated above, to recite that the 
photosensor anray is movably mounted within the frame in a manner similar to 
the amendment to claim 1, as discussed above. Accordingly, claim 34 is 
allowable for at least the reasons advanced above with respect to claim 1 . 
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Claims 37 and 36 are allowable at least as depending from allowable 
base clatm 34. 
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II. Rejection of Claims 27, 35 and 36 Under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) 

Claims 27, 35 and 36 stand rejected as being unpatentable over 
Sawanobori (U.S, 6,485,980) in view of Ma (U.S. 6,078,407). Ciaims 27, 35 
and 36 have been canceled.
